state.”’ 

Although Eisenhower’s letter to 
the Soviet chief began with a 
note of rebuke, it said the United 
States is “not discouraged’’ in its 
quest for disarmament. 

In fact, Eisenhower said he was 
accepting Bulganin’s letter, rather 
than returning it to the Russian 
Embassy, ‘‘not because I am toler- 
ant of these departures from ac- 
cepted international practices, but 
because I still entertain the hope 
that direct communication be- 
tween us may serve the cause of 
peace.” 

DETAILS FOUR POINTS 


Eisenhower detailed these four 
points on which he said Bulganin 
had ignored diplomatic practices: 

1. It was “interference by a for- 
eign nation in our internal affairs”’ 
to send a letter “‘in the midst of 
a national election campaign’ 
which voiced approval of the opin- 
ions of “certain prominent public 
figures in the United States’’ who

Rule Seized 
By Military

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, Oct. 
27i— Julio Lozano Diaz was 
forced to resign today as chief 
of state of Honduras and to turn 
over the powers of government 
to a military junta. 

The first bloodless coup in the 
history of Honduras was organ- 
ized by a combination of the 
armed forces. They included the 
air farce, the first infantry bat- 
talion, the San Francisco mili- 
tary school and the national po- 
lice. 


LEADERS NAMED 


Leaders of the coup are Gen. 
Roque Rodriguez, commander of 
the military school, Col. Hector 
Caraccioli, commander of the air 
force, and Roberto Galvez 
Barnes, majer of the air force 
and minister of development of 
the military junta which has 
taken command of the govern- 
ment. 

Early this morning the armed 
forces began to take command- 
ing positions in and around the 
capital as air force planes circled 
the city. The military operation 
was directed from the military 
school on the outskirts of the city. 
Caraccioli telephoned Lozano in 
the presidential house to inform 
him of the action taken by the 
military. 

NO SURPRISE 

It was not a surprise to Lo 
zano. Military leaders who were 
disillusioned by the lack of pop- 
ular support for the government 
had been discussing with the 
chief of state during the past 
week methods the government 
should take to resolve the situa- 
tion. ¥

It is generally agreed that this year’s campaign oratory has trav- 
eled a fairly high road, Certainly, compared to some presidential cam- 
paigns, the chief campaigners of 1956 have avoided major mud slinging 
so far, have broken some ground om new ideas, have enlightened the 


electorate. : 
But, of course, the oratorical 
content could be richer still. 


Although /sdiai E. Stevenson 


broached the banning of H-bomb:

useful to ponder this problem. 


It has been useful for the na- 
tion to consider the intricate mat-

37,940 Treated in 113 Clinics 
Within Year, Emory Dean Says 


SAVANNAH, Oct. 21 (®—Georgia led the nation 
during the past 12 months in clinical services for children 
unable to pay for private dental care, the executive coun- 
cil of the Georgia Dental Assn. was told Sunday. 


The council meeting opened the 
annual convention of the associa- 
Dr. John E. Buhler, dean of the 
Emory University Dental School 
and chairman of the association’s 
council of dental health, reported 
on dental corrections made in 113 
dental clinics in 58 county health 
centers. 


DONATED SERVICES 


A total of 210 dentists donated 
their services, working 22,316 
hours, treating 37,940 children and 
completing more than 12,000 
cases, Dr. Buhler said. The num- 
ber treated was more than 6,000 
over the number of children visit- 
ing the clinics in the previous 
year. 

“No other state can match 
Georgia's record of achievements 
in this field of dental care for 
children,’’ the Emory dean de- 
clared. 

Dr. Buhler also reported on the 


expansion of the use of fluori-| j 


dated water in municipal systems. 


“Last year there were 15 water 
systems serving fluoridated water 
in 36 communities to 540,356 Geor- 
gians,”’ he stated. ‘“‘As of today 
the score is 20 systems in 40 
communities with 590,550 people. 
Also there are two unannounced 
systems in operation and in two 
others fluoridation has been ap- 
proved. 

“This report shows obvious 
progress, but it is too small when 
measured against the unprece- 
dented advantages inherent in 
fluoridation,”” he continued. 


OTHER CITigs 

Dr. Buhler said fact-finding sur- 
veys on fluoridation will begin ‘‘in 
a few days” in Savannah, Macon 
and Moultrie. 

Also a five-year fluoridation 
evaluation study will be made 
next month in DeKalb County.

Over Dr. Hewitt’s shoulder as 
I talked to him in his laboratory 
my eye glimpsed a*world map 
dotted with colored pins, like a 
general’s war map. The pins in- 
dicated by their colors where he 
had discovered the presence of 
Wuchereria bancrofti, Onchocer- 
ca volvulus, and Loa Loa, tiny 
worms which were the carriers of 
the disease he was fighting. An 
estimated four hundred million 
people in the tropical areas of 
the globe have been imperiled 
over the centuries by filariasis, 
and as Dr. Hewitt moved among 
the primitive villages he was 
challenged more and more to con- 
quer his three enemies, the mi- 
croscopic worms. 


OFFERED PROOF 


He noted the dread fear which 
native populations brought to the 
disease and the superstitions 
stemming from it. On St. Croix, 
in the Virgin Islands, natives be- 
lieved that a stream near their 
village was the cause of the dis- 
ease and the angry spirit of the 
stream would inflict it upon any- 
one who ventured into the water 
over his ankles. It was necessary 
for Dr. Hewitt to wade into the 
stream up to the knees, to splash 
in it and swim in it, to prove 
to the natives that the answer to 
their problems was more com- 
plicated than this. 

Dr. Hewitt returned to his 
laboratory and by a tireless pro- 
cess of trial and error finally 
developed, during* 1945 to 1947, a 
drug which destroys the three 
worm parasites and cures the 
disease. And having conquered 
his enemy, Dr. Hewitt simply left 
his war map on the wall as a 
souvenir and went on to new 
medical wars. 

I asked him what it was that

I don’t regard myself as any kind 
of do-gooder or humanitarian. |] 
just did-it because I was inter- 
ested in it. It was a challenge.” 


Unquestionably Dr. Hewitt loved 
hurhanity. This is part of the ma- 
turity of any man. But his success 
he attributed to another love: he 
loved his work. , 

He even ventured the opinion 
that most scientists feel this way. 
To him Ehrlich and Pasteur were 
simply men passionately striving 
for success in their chosen line of 
endeavor. He said, “I think they 
just had a problem and were in- 
terested in licking it.” 

Perhaps this is the heart of true 
humanitarianism. Perhaps the real 
do-gooder is the man who acts, 
phot talks. Perhaps there would be 
more good done all over the world 
if more individuals devoted their 
talents and energies more passion- 
ately to the job of work right un- 
der their noses and less passion- 
ately to redesigning the globe and 
everything on it. 

Perhaps the only real plan for 
achieving peace and: human har- 
mony and a good world is for 
everyone to mind his own business 
and do his job the very best he 
can.

Eagles Also 
Fumble Twice 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 21 #— 
The unbeaten Chicage Cardinals 
intercepted six passes, recovered 
two fumbles and blocked a field 
goal attempt to frustrate a power- 
ful Philadelphia Eagle attack and 
win their fourth straight National 
Football League game, 20-6, be- 
fore 36,545 fans at Connie Mack 
Stadium today. 

The Cardinals, holding on to 
first place in the NFL's Eastern 
Division, actually loosed only one 
sustained offensive drive all af- 
ternoon, a 10-play, 82-yard move 
early in the fourth quarter, which 
wound up with quarterback La-

The only 
Chicago score until a 17-point 
fourth period was a 37-yard field 
goal by Pat Summerall midway 
through the second quarter. 

Philadelphia managed to con- 
tain the Cardinal’s vaunted run- 
ning star, Ollie Matson, the 
league’s top ground gainer, but 
an alert defensive unit picked up 
the chips for the Chicagoans.

Chipping Off 
Of Rights Hit 
By Talmadge

FORT WORTH, Tex., Oct. 21. 
The Supreme Court's steady ‘“‘chip- 
ping away” at states rights is “a 
far more important issue than seg- 
regated schools,” Senator-Nomi- 
nate Talmadge said here Sunday. 

“Tt follows as surely as night 
comes after day that, if the United 
States Supreme Court can today 
tell the State of Georgia who can 
and cannot attend its schools, it 
can tell the State of Maine who 
may hold hunting licenses . . . the 
State of Nevada who may be di- 
vorced,”’ Talmadge declared. 

In a speech scheduled for de- 
livery at the Fort Worth Chapter 
of Pro America, women's political 
organization, Talmadge said: . 

‘“‘We must get back to the prin- 
ciples which guided the men who 
wrote our Constitution—the men 
who believed that local self-gov- 
ernment and local self-determina- 
tion constitute the best form of 
government. 

‘It is time that we realized that 
constitutional and local self-gov- 
ernment cannot find a substitute 
in bureaucratic despotism without 
the rights of the people perishing.’’ 

Americans are “coming to real- 
ize, despite brainwashing efforts 
of some mass communication 
media, that decisions by the United 
States Supreme Court are not ‘the 
supreme law of the land,” Tal- 
madeg asserted.
